EDITORIAL NOTES 
The Jersey Act 


ND here, again, we find the workings of the 
Jersey Act. Pegasus, in News of the World 
(London), relates that by letter he “has been 
asked if a half-bred horse or gelding has ever 
won the Derby,” meaning, of course, England’s 
great event at Epsom. Harken to his answer: 
I rather think there were doubts concerning the 
breeding, certainly the age, of some of the earlier Derby 
winners, but I don't know that in these cases one can 
go further than suspicion. 

As far my knowledge may serve, the first and 
only half-bred winner of the Derby was Mr. Duryea’s 
Durbar II, by Rabelais out of Armenia, by Meddler 
out of Urania, by Hanover out of Wanda, her dam 
Minnie Minor, so tracing to a mare whose origin cannot 
be proved. 

Pegasus made an incomplete answer to his cor- 
respondent. The qualification for admission to 
England’s General Stud Book, as revised after 
Lord Jersey’s successful efforts in the Jockey 
Club, beginning in 1913, to raise what then and 
since has been called “the bar sinister,’’ now 
reads: 


as 


No horse or mare can be considered as eligible for 
admission unless it can be traced without flaw on both 
and dam's side of its pedigree to horses and 
mares themselves already accepted in the earlier vol- 
umes of the Book. The Editors reserve to themselves 
the sole right to decide what horses or mares can, under 
the above qualification, be admitted to or excluded from 
the Book. 

The fact that *Durbar II—-which spent his last 
days in the stud in America, having been brought 
from France, where he left a much better impress 


sire’s 


than here—carried two crosses of Lexington, 
nonadmissible to the General Stud Book, under 
the foregoing rule. would have excluded him 


from registration and thereby put him into the 
classification half-bred. 

But Pegasus should not have stopped with 
Durbar II. He should have told his correspond- 


ent that Orby, which won the Derby at Epsom, 
and the Irish Derby, in 1907, though admitted to 
the General Stud Book was, under the rule by 
which *Durbar II was excluded, also a half-bred, 
since Orby carries a cross of Lexington. 

General Stud Book editors must now find it em- 
barrassing that Orby and his get are in the Book.

The Estes Index 

NDER the title “Thoroughbred Pedigrees of 

1934,” the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association is about to issue a very interesting and 
highly helpful book from the pen of Joseph Alvie 
Estes, associate editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE and 
assistant to Major Louie A. Beard, secretary of 
the organization. 

It is, as its foreword states, “the first of a pro- 
jected annual series of books for breeders,” and is 
a “frankly experimental” attempt ‘“‘to provide the 
practical breeder with material to make more 
clear to him a few of the intricacies of pedigrees, 
and to acquaint him with the successes of the 
past, which in turn should be a guide to the op- 
portunities of the future.” 


The book is comprised of the tabulated pedigrees 
(five crosses) of the best horses of 1934 in this 
country, ‘‘a miniature stallion register and blood- 
line analysis in tabular form,”’ and “a tabular 
analysis of the bloodlines of the best horses of 
1934, with emphasis on the matings which pro- 
duced them, the whole accompanied by indexes 
and the necessary explanatory matter.” 


Mr. Estes prefers his work to be known as an 
index, and not as a system, since he considers it 
in the light of an aid to, rather than a method for, 
the mating of stallions with mares. When he 
began the plan, the author used colors where he 
now employs symbols, the change having been due 
to the necessity for printing black on white. 

The author provides an interesting key to the 
symbols which makes them readily understood, 
so that, using this equipment, folk who are fond 
of dabbling in bloodlines can find much profitable 
entertainment, especially during winter evenings. 

By using these symbols, one may, at a glance, 
see the presence or absence—in a five-cross pedi- 
gree—ot the eight or ten most important blood- 
lines. In other words the searcher is saved the 
time and tedium of perusing the pedigree name 
by name and making quantitative calculations. 

We see in this work a _ step forward in 
the ever wanted, though not always appreciated, 
assistance in attempts to produce better race 
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horses by intelligent mating, if we may use that 
expression in full knowledge of the fact that 
numerous horses—-Wise Counsellor and Sarazen 
standing as shining examples—have been the re- 
sult of matings more or less haphazard, or by 
force of circumstance. 


Members of the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association are to receive this book as a part 
of their due. The work will be published for gen- 
eral distribution at the modest sum of $1 the copy.

A Familiar False Note 


HETHER it is that they cannot be, or will 

not be, the fact remains that those persons 
who, by their speeches and performances, have 
come to be known as “killjoys,”’ are never fair, 
and they have little or no regard for truth. Sec- 
tion 4 of Senate Bill No. 3, seeking to repeal the 
racing law, introduced in the Texas Legislature 
by Senator Joe Hill, of Rusk County, and referred 
to the Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence, is 
@ good illustration of the point we make. That 
section falsely asserts that “‘widespread lawless- 
ness due to the congregation of criminals and 
other undesirables around and near race tracks 
that allow pool selling, bookmaking and ‘certifi- 
cate system’ of betting has created an emergency 
and an imperative public necessity” that the con- 
stitutional requirement that a bill be 
three separate days be waived.

There is no lawlessness at Texas race tracks; 
no congregation of criminals thereat, and no 
more, if any, ‘“‘around and near race tracks” than 
would be at such places were there no race tracks. 
There is no pool selling and bookmaking at the 
race tracks. Texas tracks lawfully have betting 
under the pari-mutuel or certificate system. These 
are simply expressions of professional reformers 
who know full well that betting in handbooks and 
poolrooms will continue in Texas, regardless of 
what may occur at the tracks in that State, so 
long as the politicians and police authorities permit 
such places to exist. The reformers know that 
repealing the racing law will not close the pool- 
rooms and handbooks. They know that those 
places will continue to operate with service gath- 
ered and wired from race tracks in other States. 
Professional reformers never do and never will 
play the game fairly.

During those five years his progeny won 334 races 
and earned $994,892. *Sir Gallahad III made the 
top of the list for the first time in 1930. The fol- 
lowing year he was just outside the leading 20 
stallions and in 1932 his position was fifth. In 
1933 Black Toney exceeded him in the matter of 
first monies, and in 1934 Chance Shot ranked 
above him in this respect, which is the way for 
computing, for statistical purposes, the amounts 
of money earned by stallions’ progeny in all coun- 
tries except the United States of America.

In Passing 


HEN Blind Bowboy, a product of Col. E. R. 

Bradley's Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, ap- 
peared in the paddock to start for the Marble Hill 
Hurdle Race at Hurst Park, England, December 
15, it was noted that he had red ribbon tied in his 
tail. There was some wonder as to what it 
meant. Trainer Owen Anthony said it was “new 
on him on a race course,” but that in the hunting 
field it denoted a kicker. He commented that 
when he had explained as much to an inquisitive 
woman follower of the hounds, she had remarked 
ot the becrimsoned steed: ‘‘Well, it doesn’t seem 
to have stopped his kicking.’ Ribbons in tails, 
on this side of the water, are of numerous colors, 
generally those of the stable to which the runner 
belongs. Here they serve as decorations, rather 
than warnings. The groom, particularly proud 
of a yearling charge, will invariably beribbon the 
hair of the youngster about to enter a sales ring, 
unless the owner should happen to be one of the 
sort to object to such adornment. Incidentally, 
the percentige of kickers among Thoroughbreds 
in America is, indeed, light, so the English danger 
signal has not come into usage, even in the hunt- 
ing field. 

It makes us glad to hear of increases in added 
money to stakes and purses at home or abroad; 
gladder, of course, when it is at home. It is 
upon the distribution to horsemen that the breed- 
ing industry has its foundation, though not 
always its support, for many a wealthy person 
has for his or her hebby the production of Thor- 
oughbred horses, with no thought of getting out 
of it in dollars all that is put in. But there must 
be good stakes and good purses before a breeder 
can expect a satisfactory market for the product 
of his establishment. To those who are breeding 
for the market it is always encouraging to read 
such as the following from The Referee (Sydney) : 

Recent A. J. C. activities reveal a determination to 
gradually build up stakes money to figures approaching 
pre-depression levels. Not only are the big events being 
catered for, but those for the lesser horses are also 
being increased. The result should prove a big step 
towards the re-establishment of Turf prosperity. putting 


the breeding industry again on a sound financial basis 
after a long period of depression. 


A new edition of Racing and The Income Tar 
is off the press this week and can be had by ad- 
dressing the National Thoroughbred Foundation, 


P. O. Box 578, Washington, D. C. The first edi- 
tion of this book was published two years ago, 
and we understand that many breeders and own- 
ers found it very helpful. In the new edition are 
included recent decisions of the United States 
Board of Tax Appeals and the Federal Courts on 
the complex question as to whether the breeding 
and racing of blooded horses is a business for 
federal income tax purposes. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE SITUATION 


By E. C. SMITH 


66 ACING in New Hampshire is strictly up to 

the Governor and the new Legislature,” 
said Lou Smith in a recent interview. “I am not 
prepared to anticipate their action, although, I 
am hopeful. I think racing made a nice record in 
the White Mountain State and that the Racing 
Commission there will support that opinion. But 
one can never tell about such things, and I have 
made no plans for the future of Rockingham 
Park.” 

Mr. Smith also expressed the belief that Massa- 
chusetts would become a power in racing. This, 
predicated on the fact that Boston was a strong 
supporter of both Rockingham Park and Narra- 
gansett Park, it would not surprise him that with 
a track located near Boston, Massachusetts, would 
shatter all existing racing patronage records. 

A poll of the New Hampshire Legislature, now 
in session, shows a healthy majority for racing at 
Rockingham Park, which should check any fears 
its promoter may entertain. 

A minority clique of the Legislature has a new 
scheme in the making, which, by the stern citi- 
zenry of the Granite State, may be rejected as 
an unholy alliance with the extreme in what has 
ever been unethical and unthinkable to them. 

This is the creation of a State Lottery, the tak- 
ing over of Rockingham Park track by right of 
eminent domain and promoting lotteries on races 
to be run July Fourth and Labor Day. The sup- 
porters of the plan estimate a revenue of $10,000,- 
000 or more which would be used as a pension 
fund for the aged. 

A bill has been introduced calling 
ownership of Rockingham Park and State lot- 
teries to conduct sweeps on holiday occasions, 
This was considered in the light of a dream when 
first preposed, but evidently is being taken seri- 
ously by its sponsors. 

While racing has, in the last few years, been 
the subject of much revenue-producing legisla- 
tion, this from New England runs away with the 
entire bakery. Doubt, though, if any cause for 
the Rockingham Park proprietors to “view with 
alarm” exists in this gesture. 

While Mr. Smith realizes the importance of the 
support of Boston in New England racing, there 
does not seem to be much chance for good, open 
racing dates for the Bay State. With Narragan- 
sett Park asking for 66 days in three meetings, 
and Rockingham Park, the first on the scene, 
holding to the usual racing time, it is a question 
how Massachusetts would get by without con- 
flicting dates. This would not work for the best 
interests of the sport in the new field. 

No plans for the building of a track in the Bay 
State have been made public as yet, but there is 
little doubt that one will be in operation this 
year. 
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NOTES ON NICKS - 
No. 7. Sun Beau 


EW American breeders during the last several 

years have been more energetic in their ef- 
forts to maintain and improve the quality of 
their Thoroughbred stock than has Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, proprietor of the Court Manor stud at 
New Market, Va., and Sun Briar Court at Bing- 
hampton, N. Y. In the midst of the depression 
he was importing valuable mares from Europe, 
and last year he purchased in England the young 
horse *Gino, son of Tetratema from a Tracery 
mare, adding a very important strain to the 
already well supplied stud he maintains. 

With *Sun Briar, for years the centerpole of 
the Kilmer breeding establishment, now in his 
twenty-first year, I make the assumption that 
the building which has been done recently was 
largely for the benefit of Sun Beau, *Sun Briar’s 
most noted son, whose first crop of foals come 
to the races this year. And, in view of the energy 
and perspicacity Mr. Kilmer has shown in his 
previous breeding operations, I make the further 
assumption that the best of opportunities have 
been, and will continue to be, lavished upon Sun 
Beau. I hope that his success proves him worthy 
of his opportunities, for he was an admirable type 
of horse, a racer of undoubted class, a weight- 
carrier, a splendid stayer, and one of the soundest 
horses of recent years. 


Sun Beau's story, if it were all told, would be 
a long one. It would begin with the well known 
ugly duckling theme, for early in his 2-year-old 
season he was an awkward colt of such moderate 
promise that he could have been bought for less 
than $1,000 if any buyer had wanted him. But 
after a few weeks his first trainer, Henry McDan- 
iel, came to the conclusion that if the colt was 
put away and allowed to develop he might become 
a horse of class. That was the only important 
decision Mr. McDaniel made concerning Sun 
Beau, for long before the colt had started ‘“‘Uncle 
Henry” had left the Kilmer stable. Before Sun 
Beau had finished racing he had been handled by 
at least 10 trainers and had raced well for all 
who saddled him, a fact which constitutes a 
genuine tribute to the disposition and consistency 
of the horse. 


The big colt got to the starting post for the 
first time at Laurel Park October 21, 1927, and 
finished third in a maiden race. He won his next 
effort, then took two bad beatings to finish out 
the year. He raced oftener at three than in any 
other season, starting 23 times and winning eight 
races. He went up repeatedly against the highest- 
class company in a vintage crop of good racers, 
including Reigh Count, Victorian, Toro, Misstep, 
Genie, Diavolo and other good ones, but did not 
actually join the first rank until the latter part of 
the season, when he won the Potomac and Mary- 
land Handicaps and Latonia Championship 
Stakes. 

In three later seasons Sun Beau was a sparkler. 
In 47 starts at four, five and six, he failed only 
six times to earn some portion of the purse 
money, and at the end he was duly credited with 
the honor of being the world’s leading money- 
winning horse, having surpassed even the re- 
markable record of old Goldsmith Maid, in the 
ranks of harness horses. Among his victories 
were three renewals of the Hawthorne Gold Cup 
(weight-for-age), two of the Washington Handi- 
cap. In winning the Arlington Cup (weight for 
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age) under 126 pounds, as a 6-year-old, he set 
the Arlington Park track record for a mile and a 
quarter at 2:0145. A week earlier, in winning 
the mile and a furlong Western Handicap at the 
same track, he had equaled the track record of 
1:492,, with 125 pounds up. He was galloping 
easily at the end, with four lengths to spare. 
Among his failures were his races in the Agua 
Caliente Handicap of 1931 and the Saratoga Cup 
of the same year, in which he offered virtually 
no opposition to Twenty Grand. 

That Sun Beau was not deficient in speed is 
shown by the excellent time made in his best 
races. However, his class was more profitable 
when used in longer races, and Sun Beau actually 
started in only two races at less than a mile 
during his entire career. The one six-furlong 
race he captured was at Agua Caliente in 1931. 
He ran the distance in 1:11 under 120 pounds. 
For races of more than a mile he had a high 
flight of speed to be used in the last quarter. His 
tabulated racing record:

I have no intimate knowledge of the physical 
attributes of Sun Beau, but from the picture 
carried by THE BLOoD-HoORSE January 5 and from 
reports of those who have seen him since his re- 
tirement, I should say that he is an individual of 
considerable promise. He is big (about 16.1, I 
believe), and fairly tall in proportion to his 
length. His hindquarters are well muscled, indi- 
cating speed for his get as well as stamina. His 
shoulders slope well. The rein length does not 
appear long. The cannon bone does not appear 
to have quite the width and substance that would 
be expected in a horse of his size, but the fact 
stands that Sun Beau was a horse of unquestioned 
soundness from the beginning to the end of his 
career. 

In training Sun Beau was a good doer in every 
sense. He needed much more work than the 
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average horse. It was almost impossible to give 
him too much exercise or too much feed. The 
tougher the work the better he liked it. 


The pedigree of Sun Beau is strong in the ex- 
treme. He is by *Sun Briar, a brilliant middle 
distance horse which has had an unqualified suc- 
cess in the stud. His dam is by Fair Play out of 
a *Rock Sand mare. The female line, whether 
taken in its near crosses or more remotely, is 
ranked with the very best in the American Stud 


Book. His dam did not race, but produced, be- 
sides Sun Beau, the stakes winners Saratoga 
Maje and Sun Hatter and the winner Dark 


Charmer. Sun Hatter, own brother to Sun Beau, 
is now at stud at W. W. Dunham’s farm at Col- 
linsville, Ill. 

The second dam, Mileage, was a winner and 
dam of several winners and of the sire Memory 
Lane. Her sister, Madcap, has the distinction of 
being the dam of Mad Hatter and Mad Play, both 
by Fair Play. Further back the high-class win- 
ners continue to multiply. This family, descend- 
ed from the famous Lady Blessington and more 
remotely from the Cub mare, was productive of 
many good horses in the old Nursery Stud under 
the direction of the two August Belmonts. The 
Lady Blessington family is not noted for the pro- 
duction of good sires, but I suppose that by now 
most breeders have decided that the female line 
is not all-powerful in determining the success or 
failure of a sire. 

The pedigree is well supplied with Bend Or, St. 
Simon, Hermit, Newminster and _ Stockwell. 
Springfield is strongly represented, on the bottom 
by Sainfoin, sire of *Rock Sand, and of the top 
side by Sierra, dam of Sundridge and sister to 
Sainfoin. This Sierra-Sainfoin combination is 
not at all unusual. The only Hampton line comes 
through Ayrshire, sire of *Sun Briar’s third dam. 
There is no Isonomy, no Roi Herode, no Musket, 
no Hanover, no Ben Brush, no Domino. 

*Sun Briar nicked well with the Hanover and 
Domino lines. Pompey, a *Sun Briar horse which 
has already succeeded at stud, has Polymelus, 
Hampton and Gallinule (by Isonomy) on his 
dam's side. In most of the other good horses by 
*Sun Briar, the Isonomy strain has been scarce or 
entirely absent, and there has been no great “af- 
finity’’ shown for Hampton blood. However, it 
seems clearly indicated that the Isonomy, Hamp- 
ton and Musket lines should be supplied frequent- 
ly through Sun Beau's mates. 

The Fair Play blood in the pedigree carries 
with it a suggestion for Roi Herode and Isonomy 
outcrosses and also Hanover. The *Rock Sand 
in the next generation will no doubt be returned 
in many instances, with good reason. Chance 
Sun, winner of the 1934 Futurity, is by Chance 
Shot (by Fair Play) out of a daughter of *Sun 
Briar, the reverse of the Sun Beau pedigree. Both 
the sire and the dam are out of granddaughters 
of *Rock Sand. 

It seems very probable that some of the best 
of Sun Beau's stock will come from matings 
which furnish him with concentrations of the 
blood of Isonomy or Isinglass and of Hampton, 
as indicated above. Domino, Ben Brush and 
Hanover are strongly suggested by the mere fact 
of their absence from his pedigree. Reigh Count’s 
pedigree, which shows close inbreeding to St. 
Frusquin, would suggest a repetition of that pat- 
tern, but I see no reason to go out of one’s way to 
obtain St. Frusquin when so many other sources 
of St. Simon are obtainable. There is nothing 
to be said against returning the Sundridge strain, 


but I do not believe it would materially increase 
the chance of getting a good horse. 

Among the mares sent to Sun Beau I should 
like to see especially descendants of Black Toney, 
Bud Lerner, Broomstick, Sweep, *Sir Gallahad 
III, *Chicle, Eternal, Flying Ebony, High Cloud, 
Infinite, John P. Grier, Pennant, “Sickle and 
*“Pharamond II, *Polymelian, Polymelus, *St. 
Germans, *Swift and Sure, Swynford, St. Henry, 
“Ambassador IV, St. James, *Sir Greysteel, Sting, 
Supremus, The Porter, *Traumer,  Tryster, 
“Stefan the Great, *Star Shoot, Ultimus. 


WORD OF HONOUR 


Editor, THe BiLoop-Horse: 

In writing of Pilate, Matchem says Word of Honour 
was not much in her own right as a racer or producer 
and goes on to say that Geheimness was dam of several 
good ones, including *Oddfellow. 

The reputation of Geheimness does not depend on 
Oddfellow, the least worthy of her foals. Geheimness, 
unbeaten as a 2-year-old, won the Oaks (altogether 20 
stakes). She was the dam of Omladina (Champagne and 
other stakes), of Freemason (a good horse), and the 
beautiful Dame President, and she was the dam of 
Word of Honour, which, racing only as a 2-year-old, 
was the dam of Black Spot, a good winner, which I 
remember running second in the Ascot Stakes. She was, 
among others, the dam of Verity. whose colt, All Green, 
was certainly a good one, and Verity produced other 
winners. 

Honora, out of Word of Honour, produced Hakim, 
which, meeting with an accident, was raced by the Aga 
Khan only as a 2-year-old (probably the best of his 
year). She was the dam, too, of Clear Evidence, dam of 
Artist's Proof, a great race horse and a prominent sire 
now serving in France. I note that five of the recent 
Honora foals sold for $127,500. 

One of Honora’s foals, Bayora, is dam of Pride of 
Inglewood (6's wins). Her colt, Sandalwood, was third 
in the Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot. She also produced 
Double Event. dam of Compound Fracture, and of many 
other winners.

I feel that Mr. Coe has made a closer study of the 
deeds of the produce of Word of Honour than our 
friend Matchem. As Matchem states, the female line 


behind Herodias is a splendid one, and he will I am 
sure be only too pleased to amend his opinion of Word 
of Honour. Her sire, Saraband (Muncaster—Highland 
Fling). was as perfect a picture as the eye of those 
who love to gaze upon really great horses ever saw. He 


came in a great year—*Ormonde, Minting, Saraband, 
The Bard. Yours very truly,

When I mentioned that the foals of Ge- 
heimniss included *Oddfellow, I did not mean 
to imply that *Oddfellow was her only foal 


worthy of mention. I did not mean to imply any- 
thing. The mention of *Oddfellow was due to the 
fact that I knew many of the older horsemen 
would remember him and would appreciate being 
reminded of his slight relationship to Pilate. In 
referring to the female line of the horses dis- 
cussed in these columns I never try to be encyclo- 
pedic. 

With regard to Word of Honour, I said she 
“was not much in her own right as a racer or 
producer.” That was no opinion, but a state- 
ment of fact. She ran three times at two without 
winning. She had 11 foals, six of which never 
ran. Of the five which started the only one to 
win was the colt Black Spot, of which Mr. Harris 
speaks as “a good winner.” Black Spot ran six 
times at two, seven times at three, and three 
times at four. His only victory was in an unim- 
portant race at Newmarket in his second season. 

I hope my explanation will prove satisfactory 
to Mr. Harris, to whom I am grateful for calling 
attention to what may have puzzled other readers 
also.

Withdrawing Power 


ELIEVING the tote will be legal in New York 

before the end of 1935, Senator John J. Dun- 
nigan is paving the way for the State to hold com- 
plete control, through the Racing Commission, 
in an amendment to the Dunnigan Act. This 
amendment would strip The Jockey Club of prac- 
tically the last shred of its supervision of the 
sport’s conduct. It gives the commission power 
to make new rules or change old ones at will, 
without first giving The Jockey Club a hearing, 
as is required under the present law. Also, the 
Commission would be empowered to issue licenses 
“over the heads” of The Jockey Club. The amend- 
ments are interpreted to mean that The Jockey 
Club will, however, continue to be allowed $15,000 
annually in license fees. Its reason for existence 
is reduced almost entirely to publication of the 
American Stud Book, registration of horses, 
granting names, and other such clerical functions. 
Marshali Cassidy, it seems, is destined for in- 
creased power in supervision of the sport in the 
Empire State. 


Yip, Yip, Yip 


ACING folk in New York State are consider- 

ably stirred up just now concerning the pos- 
sibility of a clause being inserted in the Twomey 
pari-mutuel amendment to permit dog racing. 
There has been no public mention or hint that 
such a revision will be attempted by Senator Dun- 
nigan—-who is commonly accepted to be the New 
York Legislature. The bill, as it now stands, 
automatically prohibits this brand of “sport,’’ but 
undoubtedly in view of the revenue gleaned from 
dog racing in Florida and elsewhere, it would 
have an appealing side to many legislators. There 
is no lobbying against the Twomey measure, now 
in that Senator’s Finance Committee, at present, 
nor is there likely to develop any such opposition, 
but if an attempt is made to include the dogs, it is 
a certainty that folk with the best interests of 
the Thoroughbred sport at heart will put up some 
sort of battle. Long Island tracks would be hard 
hit trying to cope with both the dogs and tracks 
across the Hudson, if plans in New Jersey are 
successful.

Just About the Same 


HE New York season of sport in 1935, accord- 

ing to a tentative schedule, will be of about 
the same duration as in the past, with the open- 
ing at Jamaica April 20. However, Col. E. R. 
Bradley has suggested to J. E. Widener, that Bel- 
mont Park’s Autumn meeting might well follow 
that at Aqueduct, the two tracks switching dates, 
instead of coming so closely on the heels of the 
Saratoga Springs meeting, with its numerous 
stakes. It was pointed out by the Master of Idle 
Hour that Aqueduct would benefit through this 
change in that it would then enjoy the Labor 
Day date and would be enabled to show a ma- 
jority of the leading Thoroughbreds at the meet- 
ing. These hitherto were shipped elsewhere fol- 
lowing Belmont Park’s meeting. Belmont Park’s 
patrons, many of them, have not yet returned 
from vacations abroad or are otherwise engaged 
during the period its Fall meetings usually are 
held. Colonel Bradley also pointed out that the 
animals which appear in Saratoga Springs stakes 
would be granted a few days to recuperate before

essaying the Belmont Park stakes roster. Funny 
nobody thought of all these things before, and 
there is a strong possibility, Old Rosebud is ad- 
vised by J. E. Widener, that such a plan will be 
adopted. 


False Alarm 


HERE seems to be reason for grave doubt now 

that the Westchester Racing Association will 
undertake to alter the size of its mile and a half 
track proper during this year, or any one of the 
next several. It is understood on good authority 
that Belmont Park stockholders still are “in the 
bag” so far as recouping losses sustained in sup- 
porting their racing prior to the cash betting law 
is concerned. Several years with tote wagering, 
it is estimated, will be necessary to see the asso- 
ciation completely out of the red. J. E. Widener 
and some others in the organization, who are con- 
sidering seriously the suggestion that the track 
be reduced to a mile and a quarter, at the same 
time opine that it would be too costly an under- 
taking this year. John Sloan, a noted architect 
and member of the State Racing Commission, 
suggested the alteration, it is said.

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Amendments Commended 


HE JOCKEY CLUB'S adoption of the amend- 

ments suggéSted by A. H. Morris and Mar- 
shall Cassidy has been generally commended. 
Particularly is this true in reference to the new 
interpretation of the apprentice allowance rule. 
Last year, this was inferred to mean that when 
a boy had ridden 40 winners, he automatically 
lost the “bug,” whether or not he had been active 
a year following the date of his first winner. 
The rule has been reworded to give all apprentices 
active in the Empire State privilege of claiming 
the allowance for one year after date of riding 
their first winner, or thereafter until they have 
ridden 40. John B. Campbell will have the option 
of enforcing four different types of claiming rule 
at New York tracks this year, all variations of 
the open and closed rules. The one which states 
that nobody can make a claim until he has started 
three different horses on three different days of 
the meeting is a poor one, however. It means 
that no claim can be filed for the first three days 
of any meeting. That the man with but two 
horses cannot make a claim at any time. That 
those haltermen operating on a large scale can 
“gobble up” the little fellows. It’s a poor rule.

DOPE DETECTION 


N July, 1934, THE BLOop-HORSE printed a brief 

account of a method of dope detection devel- 
oped by Dr. James C. Munch, of Temple Univer- 
sity, Philadelphia. In this test, a small portion of 
saliva taken from a horse under examination is 
injected into a white mouse. If the horse has 
been doped, the mouse curls its tail into the form 
of an S. . 

Apparently this was taken as another tall 
story, for little attention was paid to the method. 
In recent days Dr. H. J. Wollner, consulting 
chemist of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, has backed up the test, intimating that the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners, meeting at Miami this week, may find in 
it the best method of dealing with the problems of 
stimulation thus far developed. 

Russell Oakes, who has been kicking the saliva 
test briskly for several months, advocating the 
receiving barn in its place, admitted in his column 
in the Baltimore Evening Sun January 10 that 
conversation with Dr. Wollner had shown the en- 
tire unreliability of the receiving barn as a 
method of prevention. According to the chemist, 
dope can be administered as long as eight hours 
before a race, and can be timed to “go off” within 
any given fifteen-minute period. This is done by 
administering a narcotic in a coating of some 
slowly dissolving substance, the drug failing to 
act until the coating has dissolved. Since a horse 
would be in a receiving barn for only a few 
hours before his race, he might very easily be 
doped before entering and still show no signs of 
stimulation. 

Dr. Wolliner said, also, that it is possible for 
some drugs to accumulate in a horse's system and 
show up a long while afterward. He claimed that 
the ‘‘mouse-tail test’? was infallible, which might 
remove some of the present objections to the 
saliva test. Another point in its favor, he said, 
is that it can be made in a much shorter time 
than the present saliva test. 

Dillin Graham, Associated Press writer, quoted 
Dr. Wollner as saying that reports from Miami, 
that a stimulant had been discovered which would 
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evade tests, were unfounded. Later Dr. Wollner 
said, “I believe we've found ways to detect any- 
thing administered to a horse as a stimulant or 
a sedative. Of course we really aren't interested 
in anything but narcotics, but we are perfectly 
willing to tell racing people how to put a stop to 
stimulating if they want to listen.” 


JACK HOWARD APPEALS 


Contending that he was illegally arrested, Jack 
Howard, of Lexington, appealed a sentence pro- 
nounced in Chicago last summer on charges of 
conspiracy to violate the Harrison anti-narcotic 
law. The appeal, made January 9, was directed 
to the United States Court of Appeals. 

The charge grew out of the alleged doping of 
horses, for which Owner-Trainer Howard was 
sentenced to 10 days in jail and fined $500, the 
same having been deferred pending appeal. Wil- 
liam Mitchell, negro stable foreman, sentenced 
to five days and fined $100 on the same charge, 
also appealed his case.

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LEGISLATION 

NEW YORK 

LREADY in possession of the power to abro- 

gate any rule of The Jockey Club, the New 
York State Racing Commission is given yet fur- 
ther jurisdiction by a series of amendments intro- 
duced into the Senate January 9 by Senator John 
J. Dunnigan, Democratic majority leader. The 
measure was referred to the Senate Finance 
Committee, of which Senator Jeremiah F. 
Twomey, sponsor of the pari-mutuel legislation, 
is chairman. 

Under the amendments, the State Racing Com- 
mission would be empowered to put into effect 
such rules as it finds necessary; it will have a 
final veidict cn any cases in which stewards at 
any race meeting fail to agree; and provides that 
all officials connected with the actual conduct of 
racing, and now appointed by The Jockey Club, 
or the National Steeplechase Association, shall be 
appreved by the State Racing Commission. 


The license fee, under the amendments, will 
be altered from $500 a year to $25 a day. The 
United Hunts, and similar organizations, will 
profit considerably by such a provision, since 


their organization usually sponsors only two or 
three days of racing during the year. Longer 
meetings, such as that at Saratoga Springs, will 
make up the balance, the 30-day Saratoga meeting 
paying a total of $750 for license fee, instead of 
the present $500 yearly. 

Another provision states that the failure of 
The Jockey Club or the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association to act upon an application 
for a license within 15 days shall be deemed a 
refusal of the license. 


NEBRASKA 
Under an act passed by the Legislature now 
in session in Nebraska, pari-mutuel betting has 
been legalized in that State. In a_ state-wide 
referendum last fall, voters of Nebraska had 
shown themselves strongly in favor of the action. 
It has been reported that Nebraska will at- 


tempt to handle racing on a non-profit basis, 
beginning with the appointment of a Racing 
Commission which will serve without salary. 


Eastern observers have interpreted this as a 
Nebraskan confession of faith in a Santa Claus, 
but the experiment of treating the sport as a 
sport may prove of interest. 


DELAWARE 

A bill to amend the State constitution to per- 
mit betting on races by the use of pari-mutuel 
machines or totalizators was introduced January 
8 by Senator J. Roy Cannon, Democrat. The bill, 
which was approved by the last session of the 
Legislature, requires a two-thirds vote to become 
a law. Delaware has already appointed a State 
Racing Commission, and rules in connection with 
horse racing already exist; hence the passage of 
the Cannon bill would leave the State open for 
racing. It is expected, however, that, if the 
Cannon bill is approved, several amendments to 
the present racing law will be offered. 

The bill provides that “the sale of lottery 
tickets, pool selling and all other forms of gamb- 
ling are prohibited in this State; except wagering 
or betting on races at race tracks by the use of 
pari-mutuel machines or totalizators in connec- 
tion therewith.” 


Apparently no distinction between dog and 
horse racing is made in the measure. 


INDIANA 


A preliminary step toward the legislation of 
betting on horse races in Indiana was taken 
January 9 when members of the Indiana State 
Board of Agriculture voted to approve legislation 
which would make such betting legal. The mem- 
bers of the board, of which Everett S. Priddy 
was elected president, agreed to oppose any bill 
permitting betting on dog racing. 


LOTTERIES IN MARYLAND 

At Baltimore January 9, C. Lester Muller, City 
Council President, announced that he would send 
to the State Legislature two bills providing for 
sweepstakes or lotteries in Maryland. One bill 
would add to the powers of the State Racing 
Commission the provision for sweepstakes in 
connection with several of the more outstanding 
races of the present year. The other bill would 
eliminate the entire lottery ban from the State 
constitution. In 1934 similar bills were written, 
but failed to reach the floor cf the Legislature. 


PENNSYLVANIA 

Conservative Pennsylvania is eying horse race 
betting as a source of taxation to augment 
dwindling revenues. A bill has been prepared by 
Representative John H. Dent, Democrat, which 
provides for the creation of the office of state 
racing commissioner, a racing season of 150 days, 
a 5 per cent tax on gate receipts, and a 10 per 
cent tax on pari-mutuel gross. The racing com- 
missioner, according to the bill, would receive 
$6,000 a year, and would be limited to $50,000 
annually in administrative expenses. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


SUFFOLK DOWNS 
LANS for the construction of the first track 
in Massachusetts under the newly passed 
betting law made an initial step January 11 
when the recently organized Eastern Racing As- 
sociation, Inc., made application for a_ track 
charter and license to the Massachusetts Racing 
Commission. The application was made through 
Attorney Charles -H. Innes. 
The new organization, at a meeting held Janu- 
ary 10, elected Bayard Tuckerman, Jr., prominent 
North Shore horSeman, to the position of presi- 


dent and treasurer. Allan H. Wilson, vice presi- 
dent of the Grand Circuit, was elected vice 
president. Walter E. O'Hara, owner and _ pro- 


moter of Narragansett Park, has accepted the 
position of managing director. The organization 
is incorporated at $2,500,000. Several locations 
have been considered for the new course, to be 
named Suffolk Downs, all within 15 minutes of 
Boston. 


Racing dates mentioned in the application 
were for two meetings, the first to run from 


July 3 to August 10, the second to begin October 
12, closing November 11. These dates would in- 
volve some 25 days of conflict with the dates 
which Narragansett Park has requested, but 
O'Hara was quoted as saying that no such con- 
flict would exist when dates were finally settled. 
It was said, also, that Lou Smith and others 
interested in Rockingham Park had been invited 
by the Narragansett-Suffolk Downs group to 
attend a conference designed to avoid serious 
conflicts in the meetings of the three New Eng- 
land plants.

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COMMISSIONERS’ MEETING 


HE National Association of State Racing Com- 

missioners, beginning their second annual 
meeting in Miami Tuesday of this week, found 
plenty of serious work laid out for them. With 
representatives from all the important racing 
states except New York and California, and 
with committees from several national associa- 
tions to be heard from, the meeting seemed likely 
to bring about a more definite crystallization of 
opinion than has previously been possible in the 
sport. 

Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission, wrote the asso- 
ciation: “Our absence does not mean indifference. 
We are convinced that good may be obtained by 
common action, seeking common good.” Chair- 
man Swope went on to suggest a seven-point 
program: General use of the fundamental rules 
of racing as defined by the Jockey Club and ap- 
proved by the New York Commission; general 
agreement as to claiming rules; general agree- 
ment as to apprentice rules; mutual recognition 
of rulings by other States; general agreement as 
to a central authority for naming, breeding, regis- 
tration of colors, etc.; a list of approved officials; 
a general rule on drug tests, preventions and pun- 
ishments. 

Mr. Swope also suggested that the association 
take cognizance of “the growing common dan- 
gers” of poolrooms. 

“They are the real menace to the sport,’’ he 
wrote. “They are being encouraged by interests 
that have nothing in common with racing, except 
to employ it as a gambling operation, the reports 
of which they sell at an enormous profit.”’ 

The American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion was sponsoring a claiming rule, outlined in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE last week. The Thoroughbred 
Club of America had the most inclusive program 
of all to offer. The resolutions which Vice-Presi- 
dent Jack S. Young of the Thoroughbred Club was 
authorized to lay before the commissioners in- 
cluded the following recommendations: 

1. That, if the claiming of horses is to be continued, 
a uniform rule be adopted. 

2. That, if there are to be claiming races, no more 
than one-third of the number programmed for any 
day at any track shall be claiming races. 

3. That jockeys be forbidden the services of agents, 
as such; that the jockey’s contract employer, or 
his trainer, or his stable agent, shall make the 
jockey’s engagements, or, if the jockey is a free 
lance, he shall make his own engagements. 

4. That no gifts or gratuities of any kind shall be 
presented to or accepted by a starter or by a start- 

er’s assistants. 

5. That the inquiries concerning applicants for license 
to train or ride be more thorough and that they be 
exacting as to character, integrity, experience and 
ability of the applicant. 

6. That there be rigid enforcement of the rule for- 
bidding stewards, judges, starters and other offi- 
cials to make wagers when they are in service as 
officials. 

7. That there is among owners, trainers and jockeys 
an urgent and justifiable acclaim for a single li- 
cense for trainers and riders, a license that shall 
be recognized, accepted and viseed at each race 
meeting attended by the licensee. 

8. That there be uniform specifications and fees for 
the registration of racing colors, that a certificate 
of color registration be issued when and where 
colors are registered, and that such certificate shall 
be recognized at all race courses in the United 
States of America. 

9, That track managers be urged to accede to the 
popular demand for more races at greater dis- 


tances and that they be encouraged to program more 
contests at one mile and a quarter and beyond. 

10. That it be the rule that racing secretaries shall be 
required to write conditions as nearly as possible 
suitable for the horses expected to be at a race 
meeting, 


and that there shall be no change in the 


program after the condition book has been issued; 
that in the event it may become necessary, because 
of changed track conditions, to declare off a race. 
the conditions as written in the book shall stand 
for new entries; that, under no circumstance, shall 
there be an extra race, so-called, and that, re- 
gardless of the number of starters, a race shall come 
up for decision as programmed, even if there 
should be only one starter to walkover. 

11. That if, through violation of any of the rules of 
racing, an owner or a trainer is denied privileges at- 
tending ownership or trainership, the inhibition 
shall not stand as a bar to such person's being 
present at any race course as a spectator, but no 
horse the property of such owner and no_ horse 
under the supervision of such trainer at the time of 
ruling off of such owner or such trainer may ever 
again race as the property, in whole or in part, of 
such owner and may never again be trained by such 
trainer. 

12. That the rule concerning apprentice riders be re- 
written to encompass the following suggestions: 
With the permission of the Stewards a Minor under 
contract to an owner shall have a weight allowance 
of three pounds when riding for his contract em- 
ployer, and no other, until he shall have ridden 
five winners. When such apprentice shall have rid- 
den five winners he shall, if so recommended by 
the Stewards under which he had previously ridden, 
be granted an apprentice jockey’s license. under 
which he shall be privileged to have an allowance 
of three pounds when riding for his contract em- 
ployer and the holder of a first call and the holder 
of a second call upon his services but for no others 
until he shall have ridden (50) winners, when he 
shall cease to have any allowance and shall attain 
the status of jockey. 

AGUA CALIENTE 
UNDAY, January 6, at Agua Caliente was to 
have been featured by a $1,500 purse race 

for better horses. No better horses came, and the 

race was declared off, a cheap claiming event re- 
placing it. With some danger of losing stall 
space at Santa Anita, it became apparent that 
owners would not ship from the Los Angeles 
track to the Mexican plant. Agua Caliente of- 
ficials decided that if a feature race were not to 
be run, it might as well not be run for a larger 
amount. Accordingly a $2,000 purse was adver- 
tised for Sunday, January 13. Nine claiming 
races made up the actual program, a $500 purse 
being offered for the chief event, which attracted 
at least one horse which had run for a claiming 
price as high as $1,500. A $2,500 race has been 

offered for Sunday, January 20. 

After Agua Caliente had announced a regular 
spring meeting opening February 24, Tanforan 
officials apparently gave up their own dates 
(March 1 to March 29), gave as a reason that 
they wished to avoid competition with the Mexi- 
can track. William P. Kyne, manager of Bay 
Meadows, observing that Santa Anita was not 
even irritated by the Agua Caliente competition, 
is reported to have asked for the Tanforan dates. 
It is considered likely that the application will 
be approved, in which case Bay Meadows will 
open February 28 or March 1. Rumors from the 


Ceast indicated that Agua Caliente, the real 
sufferer from competition, might postpone its 


meeting until the summer. 


NO SUPPORT FROM MecNUTT 

Handwashing, a political gesture which has 
been popular since Biblical days, is to be the 
policy of Gov. Paul V. McNutt, of Indiana, when 
the bill to legalize pari-mutuel betting at race 
tracks is intreduced into the legislature. At a 
conference with newspaper men January 14, 
Governor McNutt said he would give no support 
to such a bill, but declined to say whether he 
was for or against it. The measure will be spon- 
sored by the State Board of Agriculture. 
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TROPICAL PARK PROSPERS 


ITH but three days left of its 28-day pro- 

gram, Tropical Park continued to break 
its own high marks in mutuel play. The highest 
day’s betting of the season, until the week end- 
ing January 12, had been $189,581, which was 
wagered on New Year's Day. This was surpassed 
on Thursday, January 10, when $195,090 was sent 
through the machines, and this, on approximate 
figures, was slightly bettered next day. Satur- 
day, January 12, set what will probably remain 
the high mark of the meeting, when a crowd of 
about 10,000 bet $221,639. Betting for the first 
25 days of the meeting follows. Figures for 
Friday are approximate only; others are exact.

The average for the week, the last full one of 
the session, was $184,738. The previous average of 
the meeting, including January 5, was $134,498. 
These figures represent a large advance over 
those of the previous season, when the daily 
average was $121,909. 

Largely on the strength of the increase in 
play at Tropical Park, Walter H. Donovan, sec- 
retary cf the Florida State Racing Commission, 
has predicted that the total mutuel play in 
Florida this year, including horse and dog racing, 
will reach $40,000,000. Last year’s total was $27,- 
549,567, and represented an increase of about 
$9,000,000 over that of 1932. On January 17, the 
day after Tropical Park closes, the more pretenti- 
out plant at Hialeah Park opens for a 45-day meet- 
ing. Following the close of the Widener track, 
Tropical Park will re-open for a 19-day meeting, 
beginning March 11. 

Racing at the Miami track continued to be 
featured by many upsets in form, giving rise to 
rather biting criticisms from the outside. That 
of Saturday, January 12, however, was consistent 
enough. Three favorites scored on the eight- 
race card, three other races going to heavily- 
backed second choices. The feature of the day, 
the $1,200 Gulf Stream Handicap, went easily to 
the favored Stand Pat, a 4-year-old belonging 
to E. F. Seagram. Of considerable interest dur- 
ing the week was the Aucilla Purse, run January 
10, and attracting five of the prospective Florida 
Derby starters. The E. F. Seagram stable fur- 
nished the winner in this race also, Stegal, a son 
of Galetian, galloping to a five-length victory 
under the guidance of Donald Meade.

HIALEAH PARK OPENING 

Hialeah Park, frequently referred to as the 
most beautiful race course in America, will open 
Thursday, January 17, with every pink flamingo 
in place. The feature of the opening of the 45- 
day meeting will be the Hialeah Inaugural Han- 
dicap, a six-furlong dash for 3-year-olds and up, 
carrying $2,500 in added money. The surprising 
success of Tropical Park, which, although open- 
ing two weeks earlier than in the previous year, 
in the supposedly dead season, has increased its 
daily average play by about $20,000, has caused 
Hiateah Park officials to believe that the $259,819 


daily average which placed the Widener track 
among the six most heavily played tracks last 
year will be exceeded in the present season. 

The first condition book for Hialeah Park, re- 
cently off the press, reveals a considerable ad- 
vance in purses from those of 1934. An $800 
minimum will replace the $700 bottom of last 
year, and four $1,000 purses will be offered daily, 
in place of the $800 events of 1934. A $1,500 
feature will be run each Wednesday, and every 
Saturday will see the running of a stakes worth 
from $2,000 to $15,000 added. The climax of the 
season will come March 9, the closing day, when 
the $15,000 Florida Derby will be run. This event, 
won in 1934 by Brookmeade Stable’s Time Clock, 
has attracted 105 entries for the 1935 renewal, 
Black Helen, Special Agent, Hasty Glance, 
Roman Soldier, Gillie, Dowdy Dell and other 
prominent juveniles of 1934 being among the 
neminations. 

The number of claiming events does not vary 
significantly from that of last year, although less 
than that which appears on the programs of 
many tracks. On the average off-day, two purses, 
a maiden race and four claiming events make up 
the card. The races over the Turf, which were 
offered tentatively in 1934, have assumed larger 
proportions, three being carded each week. For 
these races, the new waik-up gate, or Lexington 
Barrier, will be used for the first time. A 2-year- 
old race will be offered daily. As was the case 
Jast year, all purses, whether overnight races or 
stakes, will be shared four ways, fourth place in 
overnight races being worth from $25 in an $800 
race to $50 in a $1,500 race. The 11 stakes events 
have their own four-way split. Purse distribu- 
tion will total $322,400, as compared to $272,600 
in 1934. 

The closed claiming rule will be in force during 
the Hialeah meeting, and reads, in part, as 
follows: 

Every horse may be claimed for its entered price by 
an owner having a starter in the race providing the 
authenticity of the claim is acceptable to the Stewards. 
Any horse claimed shall not be sold or transferred, 
wholly or in part to anyone for 30 days thereafter. 
except in another claiming race: nor shall it remain in 
the same barn or under the control or management of 
its former owner for a like period, unless reclaimed. 
Any horse sold or transferred after the entries are 
closed in a claiming race cannot be used for the pur- 
pose of making a claim. 


LICENSES REFISED 

Florida’s license board, made up of Walter 
Donovan, S. C. Nuckols, A. J. Cleary, and Mar- 
shall Cassidy, announced January 12 that licenses 
had been refused to J. R. Pollard, Thomas Mc- 
Hugh and Jockeys Louis Morris, Fred Smith, and 
Silby Rossi. No reason was given for the denial 
of the five applications. 


START GOOD AND FAST 

Racing got off to a nice argumentative start in 
1935. It took exactly one minute and 36 seconds. 
The first race of the new year was the Debut 
Purse, at Tropical Park. The field was at post 
one minute, raced the three furlongs in :36. As 
the field of juveniles swept down the stretch, J. E. 
Widener's Hiatus, the leader, came over on I. J. 
Collins’ Bushmaster, knocking the latter against 
L. E. Keiffer’s Clapping Jane, then drew out to 
win by two lengths. Stewards took down Hiatus’ 
number, gave the race to Bushmaster. 

Sports writers generally opposed the decision, 
excused Hiatus on the ground of greenness. Since 
no action was taken against Jockey W. D. Wright, 
who rode Hiatus, they argued that the foul was 
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not deliberate but attributable to the youngster’s 
inexperience, and that therefore the result should 
have been allowed to stand. No one denied that 
Hiatus had interfered with Bushmaster. 
Another contention was that worse fouls had 
been committed, had been allowed to pass. 


BOOKMAKERS UNDER FIRE 

With State Attorney N. Vernon Hawthorne 
and his associates investigating the background 
of bookmakers’ strife in connection with the 
slaying of George ‘Skeets’ Downs, professional 
gambler, Miami bookmakers have been chased to 
cover, a dispatch from Miami said January 12, 
and only the “curbstone”’ variety continues to 
tiourish there. A few establishments declined to 
be intimidated, remained open, but Police Chief 
S. D. McCreary raided these, took into custody 
not only operators but customers. 


INFLUENZA IN FLORIDA 

Among the many glowing reports from Tropi- 
cal Park comes one less pleasant one. A mild 
form of influenza is apparently epidemic there, 
especially among the younger horses, and Rac- 
ing Secretary Jack Campbell is having difficulty 
in filling some of the races on the card. The epi- 
demic, though slight, has been biamed for some 
of the form reversals at the Florida track. 


TEXAS 


ALAMO DOWNS 
LOWLY increasing wagering at Alamo Downs 
for the week ending January 12 gave promise 
that earlier hopes of officials that the meeting 
might show a meager profit were not too san- 
guine. Bad weather during the first five days of 
the meeting held the daily betting average down 
to $57,224.40, and reports, not officially confirmed, 
stated that the track lost $8,000 during that 
period. The average had risen to $62,257.54 at 
the end of the second week. Attendance, which 
averaged 3,909 for the first five days, mounted to 
an average of 4,047, including only tax-paid at- 
tendance. On January 7, $71,776 was wagered, a 
high handle for Monday. Tuesday was ladies’ 
day and brought, as the San Antonio Light ex- 
pressed it, cheers in scprano voices, lost children, 
and plenty of work at the show windows, but 
brought also a new high off-day play of $86,738. 
Figures for the first 17 days of the meeting 
follow:

The wagering on Saturday, January 12 was the 
highest of the meeting to that date. The total 
wagering, $1,233,040, compares fairly well with 
the $1,420,182 which was wagered during the 
19-day spring meeting. A news report from San 
Antonio on January 13 stated that officials hoped 
to be using black ink before the current week 
was over. 


Sheriff Albert W. West, Jr., who strode into 
office on a platform directed at bookmakers and 
at gambling generally, celebrated his first week- 
end in office by stuffing San Antonio jails with 
218 persons, 46 of whom were charged with 
gambling, with 123 held for _ investigation. 
Gambling houses, including bookmakers, were 
said to be dark on Monday night. 

The racing of January 12, attracting the larg- 
est crowd of the meeting, was over a fast track 
and was more than usually formful. Four favor- 
ites succeeded on the eight-race card, and other 
winners were second or third choices. The fea- 
tured Mexico Day Handicap went to F. Ianni’s 
hard-running Biff, which wrested victory from 
the Three D’s entrant, Sandwrack, by a neck. 
American tracks have been a thought lavish in 
naming their purses this year, but the Alamo 
Downs supporting attraction, the Consul General 
Rafael De La Colina Purse, is probably some sort 
of record. It was won by Mrs. H. Emery’s At- 
traction. 

Saturday marked approximately the mid-point 
of the Alamo Downs meeting, being the seven- 
teenth racing day of a proposed 35-day session. 
With the closing of the San Antonio track, on 
February 2, racing will have a 20-day recess in 
Texas, the spring season opening at Epsom 
Downs on February 22. 


MURPHY WILL RETAIN POSITION 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy announced from New 
Orleans January § that he had withdrawn his 
resignation as director of racing and presiding 
steward of the Arlington Downs track. The 
action came after a telephone conversation with 
E. Paul Waggoner, son of the late William T. 
Waggoner, with whom Judge Murphy was asso- 
ciated in the fight to legalize racing in Texas. 

Judge Murphy said, after the conversation: 
“Racing, not cnly in Texas, but in other places, 
needs all of its friends at this time. Mr. Wag- 
goner told me over the telephone that he believed 
I would be of considerable assistance, and I will 
return for the spring meeting which will open 
March 28.” 


DALLAS ASKS SPRING DATES 

The Texas State Fair, operators of the track 
at Dallas, applied through President Otto Herold 
to the Texas Racing Commission January 9 for 
dates including 21 days of racing from April 25 
to May 18, inclusive. It is expected that the dates 
will be approved. This will give Texas three 
spring meetings, totaling 68 days of racing. 
Epsom Downs has requested a 26-day meeting, 
to open February 22. This meeting will close 
March 23, and five days later, on March 28, 
Arlington Downs will open a 21-day meeting 
which runs to April 20. 


FAMILY RACES 

Something of a situation exists at Alamo 
Downs, where a 3-year-old filly and her dam are 
performing in overnight races. Plucky Baby, 
which won at the Texas track recently, is the 
daughter of Plucky Lady, also a recent performer 
there. The old sire Prisoner is also at the Texas 
track, where Juror, a 3-year-old by him, started 
January 7. 

Using this incident as a peg whereon to hang 
a story, Racing Secretary Charles F. Henry told 
newspapermen of an incident at Dufferin Park 
several decades ago, where the sire Ben Ledi, the 
dam Maud Ledi and their filly foal, Trix Ledi, 
ran in three different races on the same day. 
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Most old racing stories successfully resist re- 
search, but this one stands up comparatively 
well. Ben Ledi was a mare, by *Inverness, and 
was foaled in 1896. She was the dam of Josie 
Ledi, foaled 1904, and the grandam of Maude 
Ledi, foaled 1908. Maude Ledi’s first foal was a 
filly named Tixieledi, foaled in 1913, by Van Bu. 
On September 16, 1916, Tixieledi ran in the first 
race at Dufferin Park, finished fiifth; Maude Ledi 
ran in the third race, finished fourth; Van Bu 
kept up the family tradition in the sixth race, 
finishing eighth. A horse named O ‘Tis True 
ran in the eighth race. 


MRs. JOHN OROS (Oros and Sigman) has pur- 
chased the half-interest E. Sigman held in Wise 
Eddie, Colonel Jr., and Damascene, and they will 
race under her colors.

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SANTA ANITA PARK 

ARLIER reports on the new track at Santa 

Anita Park have mentioned that West Coast 
sports writers, apparently puzzled by Dr. Charles 
Strub’s policy of saying very little about his rac- 
ing venture, were nipping tentatively at the poli- 
cies of the Arcadia track. One of the charges 
was that Santa Anita was discriminating against 
California-owned horses; another complaint 
seemed to be that patrons had to pay to get in. 
Last week Harry B. Smith, sports editor of the 


| San Francisco Chronicle, travelled down to Los 
| Angeles, presumably to get first-hand informa- 


tion. In the Chronicle of January 7 he published 
what amounted to a vindication of the Santa

Anita. Anent the charges which have been made, 
Dr. Strub said that the policy of issuing no 
passes except to the press had eliminated some 
“If that is going ‘high hat’,”” he 
said, “then we are glad of it.” 

On the subject of discrimination, 
said: 

“What we wanted, and what we pride ourselves 
on having, are the best horses and the best 
jockeys in the country. If we can get that sort 
of horses from California, we would like to see 
it. If we have to go afield, then we'll get them. 
We do not cater to owners of what we call in- 
ferior horses.” 

Editor Smith added that civic bodies in Los 
Angeles and scattered throughout the southern 
part of the State have backed up Santa Anita 
in its policy. Disdaining the local patriotism of 
some other San Francisco writers, he went on to 
say that attendance and wagering at Santa 
Anita had been double that at Bay Meadows, and 
that the Santa Anita meeting generally promised 
to be everything that its officials had claimed 
for it. 

On the subject of wagering, Editor Smith 
spoke somewhat optimistically so far as the first 
days of the Santa Anita meeting are concerned. 
The daily average at Bay Meadows was $102.,- 
102.16, while that of Santa Anita, for 15 days, 
is but $156,821. Disagreeable weather has held 
down attendance somewhat, but in view of the 
fact that most of this attendance is paid, there 
is every reason to believe that the Santa Anita 
track is prospering, even if less luxuriantly than 
was once expected. With most rival attractions, 
in the way of Rose Bowl games and professional 
football contests and the like, out of the way, and 
with prospects for better weather, the track 
should enjoy increasing fortunes in the latter 
two-thirds of its meeting.

BLUEBEARD IS STAKES WINNER 
The first 3-year-old to win in the stakes di- 
vision in 1935 was W. R. Coe’s Bluebeard (114), 
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which just lasted to win a nose decision from 
Corsicana Stable’s Polish Beau (120) in the San 
Pasqual Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds, six 
furlongs), the feature of the Santa Anita pro- 
gram of January 12.

T is expected that in Miami, Fla., this week 

there will be a conference, or, at least, several 

conversations, concerning racing of the future at 
Lexington. Thomas Piatt, president, and Jack 
S. Young, vice-president of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, who are attending the second 
annual meeting of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, have planned to 
take up the Lexington matter with John Hay 
Whitney, Joseph E. Widener, Coi. E. R. Bradley, 
Major Louie A. Beard, Warren Wright, Hal 
Price Headley, A. B. Hancock, J. O. Keene, and 
any others there among the owners of breeding 
establishments in the Blue Grass region. 

Meanwhile, S. S. Yantis is going ahead with 
arrangements to have the Kentucky Association 
track control placed compietely in the hands of 
the preferred stockhoiders and bondholders by 
payment of $4,100 to Miss Louise Wilson, trustee 
of the Breeders’ Futurity fund, upon which pay- 
ment there will be delivered the common stock 
certificate (1,900 shares) and notes ($39,000) 
placed in escrow by the American Turf Associa- 
tion.

EMPIRE CITY SUMMER STAKES 

NNOUNCEMENT of a 100 per cent increase 

in stakes values for the summer meeting in 
1935 was made recently by the Empire City 
Racing Association. Four stakes are programmed 
for this meeting, the most valuable being the 
Butler Stakes, with $10,000 added, which will 
replace the Knickerbocker Handicap, and _ is 
a 1',-mile test for 3-year-olds and up. The 
Knic kerbocker, in 1934, was worth $2,500. The 
Empire City Handicap, which had $5,000 in added 
money in 1934, will be worth $7,500 at the 1935 
meeting, and the Yonkers Handicap has been in- 
creased from $2,500 added to $5,000 added. In 
line with the general tendency to enrich handi- 
caps rather than juvenile events, the Fast View 
Stakes, for 2-year-olds, will remain at $2,500 
added. The total added value in 1935 will be 
$25,000, as against $12,500 in 1934. Entry blanks 
have been issued, and the stakes will close 
February 18. 

Also of interest in the New York racing pic- 
ture is the likelihood that the Belmont Park and 
Aqueduct fall dates may be switched in 1935. 
Joseph Widener, owner of the Belmont Park 
track and stockholder in the Aqueduct course, 
with others interested in those tracks, 
is considered likely to request the change, act- 
ing on the suggestion of Col. E. R. Bradley, who 
feels that both meetings would benefit by the 
change. Owners, he believes, would appreciate 
the change because of the rest afforded between 
Saratoga and Belmont Park stakes events, and 
furthermore many of the patrons of Belmont 
Park have not returned from abroad or from 


| vacations at the usual time of the fall meeting. 
| Aqueduct, Colonel Bradley said, would gain by 


_ having the Labor Day date in its schedule.

1934, the Belmont fall meeting ran from Sep- 
tember 3 to September 15, with Aqueduct open- 
ing September 17, running to September 29. 


FIGHT NEW YORK BOOKMAKING 


The National Crime Prevention League and 
the New York State Racing Association arrived 
independently at the same conclusions regarding 
bockmaking in New York last week. On January 
12 a thousand-word complaint signed by G. Row- 
land Monroe, of the Crime Prevention League, 
was filed with Sheriff Reynolds and District At- 
torney Ferris of Westchester County, urging that 
state police be enlisted against poolroom gamb- 
ling in that county. It was suggested that ex- 
amination of telephone records would help police 
to lecate bookmaking establishments. 

Two days later, while sending regrets of the 
New York State Racing Commission to the Na- 
tional Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers now meeting in Miami, Chairman Herbert 
Bayard Swope, expressing New York's willing- 
ness to cooperate with the group, suggested that 
the association might well take note of poolroom 
betting. ‘They are the real menace to the sport,” 
he wrote. “They are being encouraged by _ in- 
terests that have nothing in common with racing 
except to employ it as a gambling operation, the 
reports of which my sell at an enormous profit.”’ 

THREE prizes of $500, one each 15 days, will be 
given to leading trainers at Hialeah Park. The 
winner each of the three periods will be deter- 
mined on a point system, a winner four points, a 
second two points and a third one point.

FAIR GROUNDS 

NFORMATION regarding the success or failure 

of the current 93-day meeting which Joseph 
Cattarinich and Robert Eddy are conducting at 
the Fair Grounds is still nobody’s business. No 
figures on pari-mutuel play have been released 
through local newspapers, and beyond a note that 
8,000 persons attended on one Saturday, reports 
have stated usually that because of the pleasant, 
or despite the unpleasant, weather, an “excellent” 
crowd attended. 

On Friday, January 11, the daily double poo! 
went to a single individual, L. P. Erskine, of 
Waukegan, IIl., holding the only ticket to combine 
Doc Oster in the second race and Double Nugget 
in the third. The lucky holder received $854.40. 
At Coney Island last fall, where daily pari-mutuel 
play ran under $100,000, the daily double pool 
ranged trom $3,000 to $4,000. At Alamo Downs, 
also running under $100,000 daily, the daily dou- 
ble pool has been averaging slightly over $4,000. 
If this is any sort of indication, rumors that the 
Fair Grounds was being lightly supported receive 
some confirmation. 

Tuesday, January 8, brought out cries of 
“ringer” from many patrons when Almadel Jr., 
the property of Mrs. S. R. Hardesty, galloped in 
six lengths in front of his field. This plater, 
badly beaten off in six previous starts, opened at 
30 to 1, dropped sharply to 3 to 1, and then tow- 
roped his field for the last half-mile of a six- 
furlong race. William M. Keefe, in the New Or- 
leans Times-Picayune of January 9, stated that a 
good many of those who follow the races closely 
had expressed the opinion that some real race 
horse had “hit” for Almadel Jr. He reported, 
also, that a few wondered if fhe winner were not 
Irene’s Bob, at present the champion sprinter of 
the meeting. 

CUBA 

ORIENTAL PARK 

FTER a second postponement of racing at 

Oriental Park was announced January 7, 
most officials resigned, returned to Florida by 
the first boat. Some horsemen and racing fol- 
lowers were stranded. Several conferences, one 
an all-night session, failed to aid the situation 
materially. On January 9, Emeleto Battisti, new 
owner of the race track, announced that racing 
would be conducted on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays, with purses of $100. At the time of the 
anncuncement, he said, all purses and indebted- 
ness, up to the time of closing, had been paid in 
full. He hopes, says he, next season to bring 
winter racing in Cuba back to a higher plane. 
The date for the inauguration of week-end rac- 
ing was not set. 

The International Racing Association, con- 
trolled by Albert Sabath, had planned a 72-day 
meet, to open December 29. This was postponed, 
the meeting actually beginning on January 1. 
The meeting ran five days, collapsed. Transfer 
of the race track and associated property to 
Cuban ownership was given as the reason of the 
first postponement, but the great difficulty of 
the meeting was lack of horses.
